James Has 


New Way Panning Gold

ROCKY MOUNTAIN HOUSE.—It is a long way from 


North Carolina to the Arctic 


ocean, but Frank James didn’t 


think 80, when, in 1906, he left the state where he was born 
and began his 35-year quest for gold, a quest that has taken 
him all over Westerm United States and Canada, right up to 
Aklavik, and now back to Rocky Mountain House. 


Now he is building a houseboat, 


on which he and his partner, 
Shorty McLean, plan to travel up 
and down creeks and look for gold 

James has had plenty of ex- 
perience prospecting and boat 
building; he has found gold in 
rocks and creeks, he built three 
boats that are still in use on north- 
ern lakes and rivers. 

James claims there ts much 
gold in deep holes in the rivers 
and that no one has ever been 
able to really prospect these 
holes. He and his partner will 
take the houseboat up a creek or 
small river, probably starting on 
the Baptiste—for the North Sas- 


for this kind of prospecting—and 
when they come to some likely 
looking holes, 15 to 20 feet deep, 
Will place the scow at one end of 
a hole and with sandbags, make 
a fall. The boat will face the 
current, which will turn a wheel 
and the wheel will drive a pump 
inside the boat, 


The suction pump, which ean be 
kept pumping as long as the cur- 
Tent keeps moving, will pump 
holes dry, Then James will go 
down tn to them, and if the sand 
looks likely, he will feed it to the 
pump, which will carry it to the 
hopper and gold separator. 

The boat is 32 feet long by six 
feet wide, with bunks on one side 
and a@ table, stove and cupboards 
on the other, with windows at both 
ends. There is no operating cost,

six months and can catch fish, 
shoot wild game and pick wild 
berries to vary their menu. They 
will have a radio to keep them in 
touch with the outside world, for 
they don't expect to get mail more 
than once or twice in a summer. 
While they are on the Baptiste 
they won't be very far from town 
20 to 60 miles by bush trail and 
they figure on coming in once in 
a while, 

Frank James, 61 years old, 
trained for a machinist in Caro- 
lina, @ trade that has come in 
very handy. He knew nothing 
of prospecting in the south, but 
since childhood, he wanted to try 
his hand at the work that is so 


very different to anything he 
saw im Carolina. In 1906, the 
wanderlust finally started him 


northward, 

He prospected in Montana and 
Wyoming, then came to Canada, 
working his way right up to the 
Arctic. He had claims around 
Cameron Bay but gave them up 
before that location became 
famous. It was in the north that 
he learned boat building, making 
three, which he sold. They had 
outboard motors, but in the ven- 
ture he plans from Rocky he won't 
be going far enough at any one 
time to need a motor.

The Committee’s Statement 


The Citizen’s Committee has issued 
a statement explaining how selections 
are made of candidates whom the or- 
ganization supports for election to the 
city council, and why Mayor Fry was 
not again made the choice for the 
mayoralty. The statement is clear, and 
frees the organization of any appear- 
ance of being a non-representative or 


secretive body. 

The Committee claims a member- 
ship of five hundred, and the members 
delegate to a selected sub-committee 
the duty of choosing candidates of 
satisfactory ability, experience and 
views regarding civic matters. If this 
js not altogether a democratic way of 
functioning, the organization holds no 
monopoly as to who may run for office, 
and the voters have the final say as to 
who shall be elected. 

The Committee might have saved 
itself a good deal of criticism if its 
composition and method of selecting 
candidates had been made clear before 
its choice for the mayoralty had been 
announced, 


Pensions Are Too Small 


The city council on Monday gave its 
approval to the proposal that old age 
pensions be increased from $20 per 
month as a maximum to $30. The coun- 
cil was within its rights in dealing with 
the subject because the city contributes 
ten per cent of the pension money, the 
province and the Dominion providing 
the balance. 

As to the merits of the proposal 
itself, there is not much room for dif- 
ference of opinion. To obtain a pension 
& person must be seventy years of age, 
and destitute. The most that can be 
obtained is $20 per month, and in addi- 
tion the pensioner is not permitted to 
have an income from other sources 
which would bring his total revenue be- 
yond $30 per month. Should he or she 
receive more than this, the pension is 
reduced correspondingly. 

Under any circumstances the pen- 
sion is only a pittance, and if the re- 
cinient has no income at all but the 
$20 pension money he cannot live in 
reasonable comfort. The cost of living 
has gone up more than 14 per cent since 
the war began. If this has involved 
hardship for those in regular employ- 
ment at fair rates of pay, the effect 
upon the pensioner's scale of living has 
been far more severe. 

It is to be hoped the federal and 
provincial governments will concede 
this very modest measure of belated 
justice, and raise the pension figure to 
the $30 suggested. Council] did right in 
giving its support to the proposal, and 
the taxpayers will not grudge the $12.,- 
500 per year it will cost the city to pay 
the larger pensions to persons living 
within its limits. 


Guessing In Millions 


If German reports of Russian 
losses and Russian reports of German 
losses are to be helieved, nu 
than 12,000,000 men have been killed 
wounded, or captured in the fighting 
on the Russian front.

Reveals Hitler's Plotting Against“ \.5 4. do witn the Nazis’ plans ‘or

While President Roosevelt's Navy Day 
address on Monday night contained no 
new announcement of American policy 
and plainly disappointed those who wait 
hopefully for a hint that the United States 
will declare war, it was the most signifi- 


cant pronouncement he has 
the outbreak of War.

It was significant in 
three important par- 
ticulars: 

It failed to contain 
any outline of new na- 
tional policy, but it 
clearly intimated his own 
persona) intention. 

It enunciated no 


course of action with re- 
gard to South America;

planned for them.

It contained no denunciation of the 
Nazis; but it defined, in unmistakeable 
and dispassionate words, exactly what 


kind of people the Nazis are and what 
we may expect from them. 

In short, it revealed facts so startling 
that, had they come from a lesser man, 
one might have found them hard to be- 
lieve, 

But one ddes not question the veracity 
of the President of the United States. 


“Shooting War” 


The President said: 

“The shooting has started. And history 
has recorded who fired the first shot. In 
the long run, however, all that will matter 
is who fired the last shot.” 

Nothing has yet revealed Mr. Roose- 
velt’s mind as plainly as this statement. 

It means that, in his opinion, if “shoot- 
ing means war” and “the shooting has 
started,” then the war has started so far 
as the United States is concerned. 

It means that the President will not 
worry about’a congressional declaration 
of war at the present time because the 
momentum of hostilities will rise so 


inevitably that the Congress, sooner or 
later, will have to declare war as a 
clarifying rather than as an_ initiating 
measure. 


Congress will eventually have to de- 
clare war, not as a prologue to hostilities, 
but in recognition of accomplished hostil- 
ities, ' 

This is obviously the President's belief 
and his intention, 

May I be permitted to observe that 
this development was forecast in this 
Space more than seven months ago. 

South America 


No impassioned appeal to the senti- 
ment of South America could have been 
half so effective as Mr. Roosevelt's! calm 
revelation of what Hitler has planned for 
that continent. 

The President told, in clear-cut, posi- 
tive language, how the Nazis had, on 
paper, redivided South America into five 
puppet states and proposed to dominate 
those states and so bring the entire West- 
ern Hemisphere within their scope. 

This authoritative revelation should 
leave no doubts, even in the mind of the 
most bigotted isolationist, just what 
Hitler’s intentions are with regard to this 
half of the world. 

It has been apparent from the begin- 
ning that Hitler travelled upon a momen- 


tum of animosity that could afford to 
suffer no limitation 
For him to place a limitation upon his 


aggression would be to forfeit the weight 
and power of it. He has been In a posi- 
tion where he has to conquer the world or 
lose the world. He must gain all or lose 
all, 

His revealed intentions with regard to 


South America show how clearly he 
realizes this fact. f

The circle symbolizes the barrenness 
of paganry. 

I mention the circle and its symbolism 
here, because the swastika is nothing but 
a cross trying to resolve itself into a circle, 


The Cross 
The Christian Cross, on the other hand, 
is a sort of explosion, Its four points 
stand out boldly from each other like a 
vital foree striking out vigorously to the 
four corners of the earth. 


The circle symbolizes the repression 
and restraint of spiritual forces, The 
Cross. symbolizes the activation and 
motivation of them 

The swastika represents a Christian 
people smothering and killing their 
Christian instincts and contemptuously 


denying their Christian birthright. ; 
The Cross is affirmation. The circle is 
negation. The swastika is a wilting Cross, 


Hell’s Children 


The Nazis’ antagonism to Christianity 
is illuminating because it reveals what 
kind of people they are. 

There have been two schools of re- 
ligious thought with regard to the 
origin of man. One schoo] has it that the 
people of the earth are God's children 
whom the Devil is trying to steal away 
from Him 

The other school believes that the peo- 
ple of the earth are Devil's children whom 
God is trying to wean away for Himself. 

These two views are now opposed on 
the battlefield 

The Nazis and the Fascists regard 
themselves as children of darkness, bound 
by no moral law, owing no moral] obligas 
tions, bearing no spiritual responsibilities. 
Fundamentally, their instinctive belief is 
that their sombre origin impels them to 
resist spiritual compulsion, to set all their 
energies against the compulsion of the 
Cross and against all the virtues and 
beauties of life for which the Cross stands, 

It is important for us to know this, 
It is important for us to know that from 
the enemy we can expect none of that 
compassion, none of that kindliness and 
none of that consideration which our 
way of life has taught us to Tegard as 
normal attributes of normal man. We can 
expect none of these things from the 
Nazis because their perverted belief leads 
them to look upon them as weaknesses 
and even sins against their monstrous 
code, 
We should know that this is a war to 
the death and govern ourselves accord- 
ingly.

around lend-lease until] seven months 
ago 

The program we adopted last winter 
will not be producing the full effect until 
the end of next year. Because of this time 
lag, it is of the utmost importance that 
there should be no administrative delay 
and no political obstruction in adopting 
the greatly expanded program which the 
President has promised.

It will take Hitler time to organize and 
his Russian conquests, It will 
take us time to organize our own produce 
tion.
